LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
Wheat Culture for Small Farmers. 


Editor Constitution: Every year we see 
articles in the agricultural press on the 
growing of wheat, You must break your 
land with a disc plow, work it down 
with cutaway harrow and roller; put in 
your seed and fertilizer with a drill, ete, 
All of which you admit to be correct, 
but, as you have not the tools in queés- 
tion, you think the advice does not apply 
to your case, and you lose interest in the 
article. At the same time you know 
very well that you ought to have two 
horses or mules instead of one, and you 
ought to own all of these improved tools 
which will enable you to do your work 
80 much better and cheaper; and the 
thing for you to do is to so manage 
that you will soon be ina position to own 
them. 

There igs a true saying that “thorough 
preparation is half the cultivation,” and 
this is doubly true when it comes to the 
wheat crop, for here practically all the 
cultivation must be done before the seed 
is sewn. To the farmer who has never 
tried intensive culture for wheat, and 
who has been accustomed to plow in his 
seed with a scooter plow and perhaps 
harrow the land afterwards. it is hard 
to understand how any further tillage 
could be necessary or beneficial. He has 
never done anything more than this for 
any of his crops, his principa)] object 
seemingly being to get his seed into the 
ground with the least possible amount of 
work, leaving the result to the season, 
the fertilizer and providence. To such a 
One I would say, try it and see. Intensive 
farming is more necessary to you, if 
anything, than it is to the large farmer, 
for it offers you the only possible means 
of getting ahead. It costs you more to 
cultivate an acre of land than it does 
the large farmer; therefore you must 
make the acre produce more. But how? 
You must put more work on it. and more 
fertilizer, that’s all. The work will 
help you some without the fertilizer, and 
the fertilizer would no doubt do some 
| g00d without the extra work, but com- 
bine the two and they will double things 
right wp. 

Now, to begin with, the best tool you 
have to break your land with its that 
much-berated scooter plow. First, be- 
cause it will go deeper in the ground 
than any other plow that one horse can 
'pull; second, because it wil! pulverize 
the land better, and. third, because it 
leaves the trash on the surface, where it 
ought to be when preparing for wheat. 
Use t good long, 4-inch scooter (be sure 
|to have several) and keep a good 
‘sharp one on your stock. In break- 
‘ing your land, run twice in the same

Now, when your land is broken, sow 

| your fertilizer broadcast, 400 to 600 
| pounds ‘per acre. If you think you can- 
inot afford so much fertilizer, put it on 
_less ground, do not cut the quantity per 
/acre, for on well-prepared iand you 
should use at least 400 pounds, and 600 
, pounds would be better. 
Your fertilizer should analyze about 8 
| per cent phosphoric acid, 3 per cent am- 
monia and 4 per cent potash; and you 
can make it by combining 1,000 pounds 
acid phosphate, 840 pounds cotton seed 
meal and 160 pounds muriate of potash 
to make a ton. 

(Now, harrow in the fertilizer with 
straight-tooth harrow, drag down level 
with plank or log drag and let stand a 
week. Next, go in with Planet, Jr., culti- 


_vator with 3-inch teeth or scooter at- 
| tached, and work the whole field over 


| thoroughly and drag again. Nearly every | 


| one-horse farmer can afford a cultivator, 
j;and this tool can be made to help pre- 


| pare the land as well as cultivate a crop | 


afterwards. [{t will get over the land 
rapidly, and this working of the soil will 
help to make available lots of plant food 
for your wheat. 

We will now.let the land stand another 
week before sowing our wheat, so the fer- 
tilizeg will have time to become thor- 


will then be no danger of its injuring the 
seed. Where both seed and fertilizer are 


| sown at the same time, especially where | 
cotton seed meal is used in the fertilizer, | 


there ise always considerable risk of dam- 
aging the seed, and sometimes I have 
known the stand to be almost entirely 
destroyed, 

Now sow from one to two bushels of 
some go@d wheat per acre, according to 
the size of the grain and the t#me of 
planting (October 15 to Novem 15 is 
the best time in our locality). The later 
the sowing the more seed should be used. 
We have grown the common Blue tem, 
Curls’ Prolific and Fulcaster, all of which 
succeed well in middle and upper Georgia. 

You can work in the seed with the 
same cultivator used in the last prepara 
tion. Run so as to double on the land 
and fill up the furrow. Then drag again, 
and the job is done. 

If you have been accustomed to making 
ten bushels of wheat per acre in the old 
way, with this preparation you should 
make twenty bushels. At least, this has 
been my experience. Try it.

BIG COMMITTEE 


Arrangements Will Be Made 
Thursday for City 
Primary. 


Chairman Hugh M. Dorsey, of the city 
executive committee, announced yester- 
ay that he would call the committee to- 
gether on Thursday, September |, at 1/2 
'o'clock. The official call will be issued to- 
day. 

The committee will have many Impor- 
tant matters to consider. Besides decid- 
ing upon a date for the primary for 
city officers, it will also considef the 
propositions to require the candidates for 
mayor to receive a majority vote and to 
let councilmen be voted for only in their 
respective wards. 

Mayor Howell has advocated the ma- 
jority rule on mayoralty candidates and 
many very prominent citizens have de- 
clared themselves in favor of the plan. It 
has been stated that with several candi- 
dates a man could get a small plurality 
vote and become mayor when a large 
majority of the voters did not want him. 

The plan to have councilmen elected 
from their wards instead of from the city 
at large will also come up for discussion. 
| Those who advocate the plan say it will 
in a great measure break up the factions 
now said to exist in local politics and 
which, it is claimed, had something to 
do with the recent police muddle. 

In the original charter of Atlanta coun- 
‘cilmen were voted for only in their re- 
\Spective wards, but because of the fact 
that the fourth ward once contained a 
imaiority of megroes, the charter was 
‘amended so to have the election of coun- 
‘cilmen as well as aldermen from the 
city at large. Now that a white pri- 
‘mary settles the election and the char- 
ter amendment for a general election re- 
‘mains as it is, many citizens are urging 
\a return in the primary to the old prin- 
ciple of each ward. selecting its own 
councilman while the aldermen are voted 
for in all the wards 
| The committee when ic meets next 
|Thursday will probably first determine 
ithe date of the primary and make ar- 
rangements for holding the same. Then 
the questions as to a major{y rule for 
the mayoralty candidate, and the nomi- 
nation of councilman by ward votes will 
be considered. 

The meeting promises to be one of 
considerable interest.

Dr. Louis B. Magid, the noted advo- 
cate of scientific silk culture in the 
United States, who has recently return- 
ed from Burope, where he spent about 


passage of the ordinance requiring all six ‘months, and the greater part. of tne 


time at the royal scientific station for 
silk culture at Padua, ‘Italy, is making 
experiments at his silk culture labora- 
tory and farm at Tallulah Lodge, Ga., 
in raising colored cocoons, 

The natura] color of cocoons is white, 
yellow and some are green, and Dr. 
Magii’s experiment is to make silk worms 
spin any color of cocoon desired—red, 
rose, blue or pink. 

His experiments are based on the dis- 
covery of Comte and Levrat, two noted 
scientists of France. 

The process of making colored silk is 
very shmple, the leaves of the mulberry 
tree, which are given to the silk worms, 
are colored, and the silk worms yield 
the colored thread, thus obviating the 
necessity of dyeing the silk in the threag 
or piece 

When Dr. Maigid was seen at his labo- 
ratory he stated that the subject of pro- 
ducing colored silk has created much 
interest amongst scientists. ‘“Hiowever,” 
said he, “as a commercial proposition, 
at least for the present, it is out of the 
question.” 

It is not expected that this discovery, 
which is not. entirely new, should make 
any changes in the near future in the 
production of silk. So far it is only 
done in the laboratory, and no attempt 
has been made to make it beneficial com- 
mercially. 

The silk worms fed with colored leaves 
prepared of special chemicals at Tallu-- 
lah lodge are worms o¢€ the byvoltine race, 
which Dr. Magid has brought with him 
on his return from Europe. 

“By the way,” said Dr. Magid, “this 
is a new experiment which I am making 
in the United States in introducimge the 
byvoltine race, which means a silk worm 
which spins several times a year, and 
it is well known that the silk of com- 
merce is produced by an annua] silk 
worm, which produces only one crop a 
year. Especially can this byvoltine racé 
be successfully introduced in clHmates 
where the mulberry tree thrives the whole 
year round.” 

The worms so fed on colored leaves 
at Tallulah lodge are expected to spin 
within the next eight or ten days, and 
this is the first experiment that has ever 
been made in the United States to fe- 
produce colored silk direct from the silk 
worm by artificial-methods.

Would Prove That Southern 
Owns the Central's Stock, 


Petition Is Filed Asking that Centr 
of Georgia Be Required to Produce 
Its Stock Books and Other Doc- 
uments—Object Is to Ap 
ply Rule 1. 


The Atlanta freight bureau yesterday 
afternoon, through Traffic Manager H. 
T. Moore, filed with thé railroad com- 
mission a petition which seeks to require 
the Central of Georgia Railway Company 
to produce its stock books and other doc- 
uments with a view to proving, if possi- 
ble, that the Southern railway is the 
owner-of the Centralte capital stock. 

Tf it can be proven that the Southern 
owns all oy a majority of the stock of 
the Central of Georgia, the commission 
is asked to apply to these two systems 
its famous rule !, which would mean a 
considerable reduction in the rate of 
freight on all shipments passing over the 
lines of the systems conjointly. In other 
words, the rate of freight on a shipment 
on either of these lines to go to a point 
on the other would be on a continuous 
mileage basis or the same as if the en- 
tire shipment were confined to one of the 
lines alone. 

At present these two systems operate 
under rule 27, which permits a charge on 
such shipments of the local rates allowed 
to each line, less 10 per cent. 

The question was agitated before the 
railroad commission geome seven or eight 
years ago, when it was sought to prove 
that the Southern owned the entire capi- 
tal stock of the Central of Georgia. At 
that time President Samuel Spencer, of 
the Southern, admitted that that system 
had an interest in the stock of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, and said if it were legal 
for that stock to come to the Southern, 
the Southern would own it. But if it 
were not legal the Southern was at least 
entitled to the proceeds of the stock 
if it were sold to some outside party or 
otherwise disposed of. What disposition, 
if any, was made of the stock after that 
time, has not been made public, 

Freight Bureau’s Petition. 

Following is the petition which the At- 
lanta freight bureau on yesterday filed 
with the railroad commission with a view 
to bringing out the desired information: 

"To the Honorable Railroad Commis- 
sion of Georgia: During the progress 
of the hearing of the port rate case be- 
fore this commission certain evidence 
was desired to be obtained from the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway Company, as well 
as from other carriers, which informa- 
tion was contained in their books and 
records. . In the further prosecution of 
the case such evidence is now desired. 
Tie Atlanta freight bureaw therefore 
respectfully prays this honorable com- 
mission to direct the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company to furnish and file 
with the commission within twenty days 
the following information: 

““‘l. A complete list of the stockholders 
of the railway company, showing the 
amount of stock held by each and when 
acquired. 


“2. A list of the members of the board

pany for the year ending June 30, 1904, 


in the form as required by this commis- 
sion. 


“4. List of persons to whom all mort-

“In default of compliance with the re- 
quest to furnish the above information 
the freight bureau respectfully prays the 
commission to order the production of 
the following books, papers and docu-
